than they expected, although their 
achievement does not go beyond un- 
doing the effect of last year's French 
victory. 
"If the German success had been 
won two months ago," says the Daily 
Graphic, "they would have created a 
widespread feeling oJ alarm. Experi- 
ence, however, has shown initial sue- 
c nsaos recently have been followed by 
pauses of Impotence. Consequently 
wo are able, wlthou't making light of 
the advance, to regard It calmly."

The men were 
eager for it and some of them re- 
mained in the trenches all night talk- 
ing about the approaching adventure 
pith cheerful anticipation. 


"When we reached Cantigny it was 
only a pl'le of brick and stone. 
Our

. Day by Got?. Philipp 


The. President of the United 
State* has, pursuant to law, de- 
clared June 6, 1918, as Registra- 
tion day under the selective service 
law for all male persons who have 
attained 
the aze of twenty-one 
yars since June 6, 1917. 


The obligation to register is 
placed on all such male persona In 
the United State* on June E, 1918, 
whether citizens of 
the United 
States, persons who have taken out 
their first papers only, or aliens. 
Persons tn the military or naval 
sen-Ice of the United States are not 
required to register while they re- 
main 1n such 
military or naval 
service, but ar* required to regis- 
ter immediately upon leaving It. 


The place of registration Is ordi- 
narily the office of the local board 
having- jurisdiction of 
the area 
wherein the 
persons required to 
register permanently reside. With- 
in the jurisdiction of 
the local 
board having- an extensive area of 
poor railroad connections, addi- 
tional places of registration will1 be 
established, and these will be an- 
nounced in the public press. 
Persons who are likely to be ab- 
sent from their homes on June 5th 
and who cannot register with the 
local board 
having- Jurisdiction 
over 
their 
places 
of residence 
should pjesent themselves at the 
earliest possible moment to any 
local board wherever they may be. 
Thio local .board will furnish such 
persons registration cards, and cer- 
tify to the answers made on «uch 
cards. The duty is placed upon 
such persons to see 
that such 
cards are filed with the proper lo- 
cal board. 
This should preferably 
be done by registered mall. There 
should be enclosed with the card a 
self-addressed, stamped 
envelope 
In order that a registration certifi- 
cate may be issued to the persons 
reg-l storing. 
Special 
provision's have been 
made to register the sick. 
Male persons of the designated 
age who, on account of absence at 
sea, or on account of absence with- 
out 'the territorial limits 
of the 
United States, may be unable to 
register as absentees will, within 
fivo days after reaching the first 
United States port, register with. 
Ms proper local board or as pro- 
vided for other absentees. 
The places of reg-lstratlon are 
required to be open between the 
hours of 7 a. m. and 9 p. m.,-on 
June 5th next. 
But though the 
offices will be open durln*; these 
hours, it is confidently expected 
that the registration may be com- 
pleted In this state before two 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
Every 
patriotic agency and all good citi- 
zens will co-operate with us in se- 
curing- a. complete registration early 
on June 5th. 
Wisconsin was the first state In 
the union to report its registration 
returns to Washington last year. 
This report reached the provost 
marshal general four hours before 
the report of the District of Co- 
lumbia.

This was 
intimated here today by lead- 
ers who will have charge of 
the new bill, despite the gen- 
eral understanding that the 
levies are to fall almost ex- 
clusively upon incomes, war 
profits and luxuries. 


The word "luxuries" is to bo re-

which have escaped ta.xatton in the 
past. For instance, among the mis- 
cellaneous taxes which may be pro- 
posed will b« a small levy, perhaps 
a fraction 
of a cent, 
upon a box of 
matcher 
Insignificant as 
thin may 
seem, it indicates how far into the 
every day life of the average citizen 
the new taxes will extend. 
Big Yield Kxpoctod. 
Leaders expect that the new bill will 
produce an estimated yield of approxi- 
mately 14.000,000,000 if the wlshe* of 
the administration are carried out. 
This would just about double the 
present federal tax levy and, leaving 
out of consideration loans to the al- 
lies, it would approximately put into 
effect the plan of meeting all war ex- 
penses upon the ratio of forty por cent 
of taxes and sixty per cent of bonds.

Washington, May 2S. — -The Ameri- 
can farmer is carrying on, though his 
sons and his horses have gone to, the 
war by regiments and by drove*.

With the acceptance of a compromise 
prlcf of |1.72Mi per hundred pounds 
for the March milk and »*.4T>4 for 
the April mjlk the citizen* raised the 
J11S.9Z to pay the producer*. 
Although the cases Involved about 
thirty-five hundred dollars 
for milk 
delivered the controversy arose over a 
thirty-five cent lower prlc* paid by the 
company. The compromise price of- 
fered *ome time ago was favorable to 
the producers In this vicinity but the 
Milton producers refused to accept.

use of- the soldiers.

cultivated In this way in the *one of 
the British army was 60,000 acres, al- 
though In'recent months the figure 
has been much • increased.

deal of new work has been done in
